gelist, cannot be determined. || 4 the king- 
doms of the world. Luke, 4: 5, adds, “in a mo- 
ment of time;” that is, so to speak, at a single 
glance. The world is sometimes used to denote 
an extensive region, and sometimes the country of 
Palestine; compare Rom. 1: 8.4: 13. The 
word, used in the original of Luke 4: 5, is some- 
what different from the word used by Matthew, 
but, like that, is applicable to a smaller or toa 
larger extent of country, and is actually used 
when only Palestine is meant. See Acts 11: 
28. History shows that Palestine was the 
country where the famine there spoken of 
prevailed. In the verse before us, we may 
understand the word in this limited sense, as ex- 
pressing the principalities in and around Pales- 
tine. This whole region was divided into sev- 
eral governments, a term which answers well to 
the original one rendered kingdoms. But as 
Palestine with the country around was an ap- 
pendage to the vast Roman empire, a mind 
which was contemplating worldly authority and 
the splendor connected with it, might naturally 
pass from viewing Palestine to a mental appre- 
hension of the whole empire, and even of the 
government of the whole world. While then 
Jesus on the summit of the mountain was sur- 
veying the land, with the design of deeply af- 
fecting his heart in prospect of what he was to 
do and to suffer in that region, Satan may have 
suggested the idea, How glorious it would be to 
become the monarch of these regions! And as 
the people were expecting the Messiah, and ex- 
pecting in him a great temporal deliverer and 
prince, how easily might all this power and 
splendor be acquired! If Jesus would but re- 
nounce the authority of God, and, ceasing to 
contemplate his real work, would place himself 
on the side of Satan and pay homage to him, 
all this power and glory might become his own!

2Cor.4:4. In accordance with this idea, was 
the impious suggestion of the adversary. || Fall 
down and worship me. Respect and homage 
were frequently expressed by prostration, to- 
gether with corresponding language.

In 
the present case, Jesus might be said to be pay- 
ing homage to Satan, had he been willing to re- 
nounce God and to seek for great worldly power.

1. Jesus, in view of his great work, sought 
opportunity for special communion with God. 
See the note on v. 1. How suitable an example 
for us, when undertaking any important work ! 

2. 1» immediate connection with special reli- 
gious exercises, was dreadful temptation, When, 
then, we are in the most devout and religious 
state, let us specialivy guard against temptation. 

3. Tempnuations are often presented in a very 
specious guise. Even the werd of God may be 
abused to the purpose of encouraging a person 
in sin; v. 6. 

4. The word of God, properly understood 
and applied, is a happy preservative from temp- 
tation; vs. 4, 7, 

5. Worldly advancement ought to be of no 
weight, when contrasted with duty to God and 
with our spiritual interests. 

6. Holy angels are not indifferent spectators 
of our sorrows and trials; v. 11. Heb, 1: 14. 

7. We have a Saviour who has been sorely 
tempted; and who is able to succor us when 
tempted. Heb, 2:17,18 4:15. 
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AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 
Abstract of the 12th Annual Report. 

Through the blessing of God, the Society has 
made an essential advance beyond any preceding 
year. The receipts exceed those of last year by 
$25,000. Tract visitation, in the more important 
places, where it is sustained, has received in- 
creased efficiency ; the number of volumes circu- 
lated exceeds that of the former year by 75,000 ; | 
and $35,000 have been remitted for foreign and 
pagan lands, Were there but a correspondent 
increase of spirituality and living faith in all con- 
nected with the Society and throughout the 
churches, this work would indeed be full of pro- 
mise ; and far as all have come short, God has still 
magnified his grace in bringing many sinners by 
this instrumentality to himself. 

Forty-three new publications have been issued 
during the year, embracing 29 new Tracts, Me- 
moir of James B. Taylor, Bogue’s Essay, Mor- 
yson’s Counsels to Young Men, and Life of Josiah, 
vy Mr. Gallaudet; making the whole number of 

wublications on the Society’s jist 869. In addition 
o these, 36 publications have been adopted for 
foreign lands, making the whole number to which 
he Society’s funds may be applied abroad 446, 
of which 36 are volumes ; besides numerous por- 
tions of Scripture in various forms—the Mis- 
siovaries and Institutions aided by the Society, 
issuing ‘Tracts in fifly-siz different languages.

The Foreign Field. 


Argument for the use of THe press in Foreign 
It has been em- 
phatically called the modern “ Gift of tongues.” 
All the foreign Missionary Institutions have 
gratefully acknowledged the Society’s aid, Mis- 
sionaries and Tract Societies, among almost all 
the principal nations of the earth are expecting 
assistance. Their presses are in motion; colpor- 
teurs, missionaries, assistant missionaries, native 
Christians, and all whose services can be secured, 
are engaged in the distribution. Millions among 
whom some portions of divine truth have been 
distributed, wait for further supplies. Thousands 
of pagans, who have read the Tracts they have 
seen, call for new ones. Original tracts are pre- 
paring; translations are in progress; blocks are 
cutting ; stereotype plates are casting: punches, 
and matrices, and founts of new type (including 
metal moveable type for China) are in prepara- 
tion at great expense. : 

There are employed, in connection with foreigr 
Missionary Institutions aided by the Society, 659 
Missionaries and assistants, of whom nearly 200 
are ordained preachers, eighteen mission printing 
establish ments, four of which embrace stereotype 
founderies and twenty-nine presses ; besides six 
Tract Societies in Europe and the laborers in 
Russia. No less than 446 Tracts and 36 volumes, 
published abroad, are translations of this Society’s 
publications, or have been approved by the Pub- 
lishing Committee ; and the Society and the va- 
rious institutions added, issue Tracts in_ fifty-six 
different languages, embracing a very large part 
of the earth’s population. 

To meet these claims the Society have remit- 
ted the past year, for China, $4,000; Singapore 
and Indian Archipelago, $3,000 ; Siam, $2,000 ; 
Shans, #800; Burmah, $4,000; Northern India, 
$1,000 ; Orissa, $1,000 ; Telingas, $500 ; Ceylon, 
$2,000; Southern India, $1,500; Mabrattas, 
$1,000 ; Sandwich Islands, $1,000 : Persia, $500 ; 
Nestorians, $500; Asia Minor, $2,500; Greece, 
$2,000 ; Constantinople, $1,000 ; Russia, $3,000 ; 
Sweden, $300; Hungary, $300; Poles, $300; 
Hamburg, $600; France, $800; South Africa, 
#500 ; United Brethren, $700; N, A. Indians, 
$200.—Total, $35,000. Of thissum $15,500 is 
granted through the American Board of Com- 
missioners ; 8,300 through the American Baptist 
Board and for Orissa ; $3,000 through Western 
Foreign Missionary Society ; and $2,500 through 
Board of ProtestanyEpiscopal Church. 

Larger appropriations have been requested, es- 
pecially for the new Mission at Madras; the 
Religious Tract Society, at Paris; for Belgium ; 
$1,000 for Sweden, and $500 for Denmark, 
which are reserved for the coming year. 

At the Sandwich Islands three presses issue 
from six to ten million pages annually, but the 
mission have at no time been able to meet the 
immediate pressing demand for books. 

Facts from the Tract Societies on the Conti- 
nent of Europe, and particularly from Russia, 
Sweden and Finland, show that there are many 
laborers, wide openings, and that Tracts make 
their way amid the opposition of Popery and the 
influence of dead and corrupt religions, and are 
owned and blessed by the Great Head of the 
church. 

The opposition awakened in Greece and other 
countries on the Mediterranean, by a clandestine 
Tract issued at Paris, and misrepresentations 
from other sources, has not stopped the influence 
of the press. Rev. Dr. King, at Athens, has had 
more applications for books than he has been 
able to answer, “In one day,” he says, “ teach- 
ers applied for school books and ‘Tracts, and I 
gave upwards of thirteen hundred copies, includ- 
ing New ‘Testaments, for schools alone.” Again 
he says, “ Within the last week or ten days, I 
should think a bundred soldiers had applied to 
me for New Testaments and ‘T'racts.” 

Of the Nestorians in Persia, Rev, Mr. Perkins 
says, “The whole nation are hungering and 
thirsting for religious books. The Ecclesiastics, 
from the patriarch down tothe most obscure 
priest, are foremost in their importunities, that 
we circulate among them and their people Chris- 
tian knowledge with all practicable despatch. 
They are constantly importuning us to procure 
for them a printing press.” 

Iu South Africa, Rev. Dr. Philip says, “ There is 
nothing within the range of human means, that 
we more need, at the present moment, than 
money to assist us in printing.” 

Among the Mabrattas and the Tamul people 
extensive tours for distribution are made; some 
souls are converted ; and the light of the Gospel 
is diffusing with the rapid introduction of the 
English language. The new Mission at Madras 
js full of promise, and the Missionaries ask for 
thousands of dollars the coming year to meet the 








claims on the Christian press. 


Rev. Mr. Sutton, of the Orissa Mission, with a 
brother Missionary and two native preachers, 
attended the late festival of Juggernaut, preach- 
ing, conversing, and distributing Tracts. “Othe 
scenes of wretehedness,” be says, “of dying 
ghastly despair, of inhuman cruelty, of unmin- 
gled misery where we could afford no relief; of 
disgusting filth and loathsome depravity; of 
human nature debased, degraded, insulted, out- 
raged, which we every year witness at this scene 
of infernal revelry ! How often, in my thoughts, 
have | contrasted this festival with the anniver- 
sary of your Society which I was permitted to 
attend. O that they could be seen together by 
the friends of the Redeemer who meet at those 
holy convoeations, You would need no other 
appeal, either to excite their liberality, or send 
them home dropping sweet tears of gratitude for 
the blessings of the precious Gospel.” 

The Mission printing establishment at Maul- 
mein in Burmah, embraces a building in the 
form of an L, 78 feet long each way, and 56 
wide, two stories high. Two presses are con- 
stantly employed in printing Tracts, and Mr. 


the quiet and healthful influence of that holy 
season was adkled to the power which Jerusalem 
would at any time have exercised upon the 
heart.

I have seen it where I have 
seen man’s proud philosophy quail and shrink 
into nothingness,—in the sick room and by the 
dying bed; I have seen it come gently and qui- 
etly, and open the feeble lips in praise and in 
utterance of joyful and triumphant hope. I 
have seen it sustain and cheer those whom the 
world, and the workl’s enjoyments and earthly 
hopes too, had all deserted, and who would oth- 
erwise have been left in maddening solitude and 
wretchedness; 1 have seen it sustain them ; and 
while the body was tortured with pains, | have 





Hancock i oy “For the last six months we have 
not been able to supply all our orders for Tracts 
in Burman ; and the call for books in Talaing is 
distressing.” At the latest dates, an edition of one 
hundred thousand of the Golden Balance (con- 
trasting Gatidama with the true God) was in the 
press ; a T'irfts’ power-press is just received from 
America; @ language is prepared for the Karens ; 
Missionaries: and native assistants are very 
efficient in ‘distributing ; and in thousands of 
cases surprising eagerness for Tracts is mani- 
fested. 

The several stations in South-enstern Asia re- 
ceive a vast importance from the fact that multi- 
tudes of Chinese (of whom Bankok alone con- 
tains 400,000) are accessible at them all, who 
held constant intercourse with China, and 
through whom the Gospel inay yet be introduced 
to the secluded millions of that vast empire. 
Communications from the Mission to the Shans 
on the borders of China and Thibet, and from all 
the Missionaries in that part of the world, show 
that this great object is constantly regarded in 
their labors ; a number of them are acquiring the 
Chinese, and at Singapore 11 Chinese printers 
are e:nployed under the direction of Achang, a 
Chinese convert. 





DANGERS OF YOUNG MEN. 


You can ruin your repulation. However dif- 
ficult it may be to secure a good name, it is very 
easy to lose it, It is of slow growth, but it may 
be destroyed ina day. An eminently wise man 
has said, “a good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches.” Yet in a single hour, the 
development of asin previously cherished and 
ripened in your heart, may fix a stain upon your 
fair name which no tears can ever wash away, 
no repentanee remove ; hut which will cleave to 
you, like a dark stain upon your forehead, to be 
known and read by all men till the grave receives 
you from their sight.

One. ‘Wherefore also it is contained in the 
Scriptures, Behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner 
stone, ELECT, precious; and he that believeth on 
him shall not be confounded.

THE BIBLE AT SEA. 


A striking instance ofthe use of the Bible, at 
sea, occurred but a few years sinve, in the person: 
of John Campbell, Rothray, in Scotland. 
He was a wild and caretess sailor, and for inany 

ears had sailed without o Bible, or any religious 
- Sometime in the year 1825, as he was 
departing from the 
equally careless with himeelf, threw in among his 
clothing the middle part of an old:Bible. It was 
a matter of merriment among them for the mo- 
ment, and these few leaves of the Bible remained 
in Campbell’s ion. He sailed from Cam- 
pobello to Philadelphia, and while there, after a 
day or two spent in riot and drunkenness, was. 
taken very sick, and brought near to death, As- 
soon as he was able to leave the hospital, being 
somewhat softened by his long confinement, he 
went on board his vessel, and taking the leaves. 
of the Bible from his-chest, began to read. He 
found himself becoming deeply interested in 
what he read; the long neglected counsels of 
his pious mother came to his mind; he was dis- 
tressed: but he a ye his mind to no one, and 
shortly sailed for Wilmington, N.C. This piece 
of a Bible became his constant companion, and 
soon after arriving at Wilmington, being at lei- 
sure,and somewhat troubled in mind, he one 
day took his Bible, and sat down on the forecaatie- 
to read. The place he read was Isaiah 5st, 
which he perused attentively to the 19h verse, 
where it is thus written : ‘ ‘These two things are 
come unto thee; who shall be sorry for thee? 
desolation, and destruction, and the famine, and 
the sword: by whom shall [ comfort thee? 
Then his stout heart sunk within bim. He threw 
himself on the deck, and screamed aloud for mer- 
cy. For several weeks after this he was in deep: 
and bitter distress. At length he became more 
calm, and began-to indulge some hope of pardon 
and acceptance. He found he had shifted his 
course, aud was sailing in a new element. But 
no opportunit bod pasar’ for him to ess 
his faith openly, it began to trouble bis con- 
science. He resolved that when. he came to 
Boston, he would obtain his discharge, and re- 
main ou shore until he could be sufficiently 
known to be received into some of the churches 
in the city. 

Ile did so remain, and in the month of May, 
1829, was admitted to the Congregational Church 
in Green-street, giving the most satisfactory evi- 
dence that he had become a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. This was the result of the use ofa 
few leaves of the Bible at sea.. Truly, “the word 
of the Lord was. precious in those days.” And: 
here too was the remarkable spectacle of a poor 
sailor, a foreigner, a stranger in a strange land,. 
expending his whole property, it being the litle 
wages he had, in boarding himself on shore, for 
no other reason on. earth but that be might be 
allowed to profess Christ before men, and enrok 
his name among the professed people of God. 
A shining example, indeed, and one well worthy 
of imitation.— Sailors’ Magazine.

ANNIVERSARIES IN NEW-YORK. 

The anniversaries of the principal benevolent so-; 
cieties took place in New-York last week. We take} 
the following accounts, which we have abridged, | 
from the N. Y. Observer and Evangelist. 


AMERICAN SEAMAN'S FRIEND SOCIETY. 

The Ninth Anniversary of the Seainan’s 
Friend Society was held at the Broadway Taber- 
nacle, on Monday evening, the 8th of May. In 
the absence of Adrian Van Sinderen, Esq., who, 
for the first time since the formation of the So- 
ciety, was prevented from attending on its anni-; 
versary, the chair was taken, on motion of Mr. 
Brigham, by James Boorman, Esq. Prayer was: 
offered by the Rev. Mr. Adams of New York, : 
and a part of the 107th Psalm was sung by the 
choir. Mr. Wheelwright presented the Auditor’s 
report, from which it appeared that the receipts 
for the past year amounted to $10,561.60 cents, 
while the amount expended had been $14,997 
24 cents, leaving a balance against the society of 
$4,435 58 cents. ‘The receipts on account of the 
Seaman’s Home were stated to have been $2,202 
26, out of which there had been paid $1,329 90, 
leaving a balance in favor of that fund of $872 90. 
The annual report was then read by the Rev. Mr. 
Greenleaf, the secretary. 

The society besides a variety of-other useful 
labors have in their employ eight chaplains. 
They are stationed in the following ports ;— 
Canton, Honolulu, Havre, Marseilles Smyrna, 
Rio Janeiro, Cronstadt, and New Orleans. 

The meeting was addressed by Mr. Ladd of 
Maine: The Rev. Messrs. Lord of the Mariner’s 
church, Boston, and Rogers, of Boston. 


THE AMERICAN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY, 
Held its es at the Broadway Taberna- 
cle on Tuesday, at 10 a. m. Our reporter was 
present and took copious notes, of which we.may 
avail ourselves heresfier. It appears from the 
report, that during the year, more than 70 agents 
have been appointed, 69 of whom have labored 
in the service of the society for longer or shorter 
rieds, The aggregate amount of their labors 
as been 32 years. ‘The sum total of volumes, 
pamphlets, newspapers, circulars, prints, &c. of 
-all kinds, issued by the society during the year, 
bas been 669,387. The whole amount of re- 
ceipts has been $36,507 92; being $10,701 62 
more than last year. ‘This amount, the report -

AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. | 

The 1th anniversary of this Society was held |

Van Rensselaer, the president, who, we are sorry 
to say, is prevented for the first time from atten- 
dance, in consequence of sickness.

-operations of the society during the past year.

The last annual report gave 755 as the whole

Posies During the year now expired, the com- 
mittee haye aided in the support of 810 mission- 
aries and agents, of whom 764 have been em- 
sloved in the United States amd the territories, 
bo in the provinees of © pper and Lower Canada, 
and 24 in France; being an increase of 38 above 
‘the number of the preceding year. “Of the total 
nugber, 578 were in commission last year, and 
there have been 232 — ————— 3 595 = 
eettied pastors, or stated supplies. re number 
of congregations aided has been 1025. Added 
_to the churches, 5,983, of whom 3752 are on pro- 
fession ; making a total, since the commencement 
of the society, of 31,917. Sabbath schools have 
embraced more than 60,000 scholars, and Bible 
classes upwards of 20,000. Receipts to the trea- 
sury $85,701. Balance in the treasurer’s hands 
at the last anniversary, $14,930. Total, $100,631, 
which has all been expended, excepting $1002 
now in the treasury; and this small balance is all 
required to meet drafts and bills which must be 
cancelled within ten days. The drafts of mis- 
sionaries have never-yet failed-of being promptly 
paid, although the treasury: has sometimes been 
-over-drawn to the extent of five or ten thousand 
dollars, and once even as far as $14,000. But in 
the present state of pecuniary embarrassments, 
this cavnot now be done. The apprekension is 
felt that the missionaries may be obliged to with- 
hold the whole or a part of their drafts for the 
nt, until the appeal can be made to the pub- 

fie to furnish the means of payment.

In 
furtherance of the objects proposed by the Na- 
tional ‘Vempernnee Convention at Philadelphia, 
it was resolved to establish a public journal, to 
be entirely devoted to that cause, of which a 
specimen number has been ee and exten- 
sively circulated. ‘The result has been that 7,000 
copies have been already called for from all parts 
of the Union. : 

A circular, addressed to manufacturers of 
every class, has been sent abroad, during the last 
year, throughout the whole len th and breadth 
of the country, with a view of eliciting informa- 
tion in respect to the effects of the use of spirits 
in these establishments. ‘These inquiries had 
been extensively responded to, and the testimo- 
ny has unequivocally been, that alcohol ts never 
useful, but always hurtful. 

‘he Congressional Temperance Society at 
Washington, D, C. was re-organized during the 
last winter, and put in a train of mere promising 
efficiency than ever before. 

The Rev. Justin Edwards, D. D. and the Rev. 
“dward N. Kirk had been appointed delegates 
to England, to attend the anniversaries in that 
country the present season, representing the 
cause in behalf of the American Union, and ex- 
changing salutations with the friends of tem- 
perance as far as possible throughout the whole 
extent of the United Kingdoms. The latter of 
these gentlemen sailed for England on the 8th of 
April, and is probably now uniting in the sacred 
festivities of the anniversary season in London. 

The labors of the New-York State 'Temper- 
ance Society had been as honorably effective as 
ever during the past year; an evidence of which 
was to be found in the fact, that they had printed 
and circulated 13,000,000 pages of temperance 
publications, 

One of the most interesting items of the re- 
port, was the agreeable intelligence, that in con- 
sequence of a correspondence with the Hon. 
Mr. Buckingham, M. P., the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had granted permission for the intro- 
duction, duty free, of 4,000,000 copies of a tract 
designed to be an Appeal from the friends of 
American temperance to the British public, on 
this great theme, which were to be placed, as far 
as practicable, in every family in England, Scot- 
Jand,and Ireland. The distinguished individual 
above mentioned, Mr. Buckingham, announced 
also his intention of a visit to this country early 
in the ensuing autumn, with particular reference 
to the promotion of the temperance reform on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

The meeting was addressed by Elisha Taylor, 
Esq., Rev. Mr. Brainerd, of Philadelphia, Alvan 
Stuart, Esq., of Utica, Rev. Mr. Graves, of Al- 
ton, Illinois, and the Rev. Mr. Hunt. The re- 
marks of the latter gentleman, which were made 
in his own peculiar and pungent manner, went 
very successfully to prove that the temperance 
enterprise thus far was not, as some asserted, “a 
failure.”

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THE DAY OF AFFLICTION. 

In our last we alluded to present pecuniary em- 
barrassments. During the week, our attention has 
been arrested by the fact that this topic seems uni- 
versally to engross the minds of the people. You 
witness in every one, a solicitude and a restlessness 
which reminds you of the ceaseless agitations of the 
ocean, when but recently a strong wind has uplifted 
the waves from its lowest depths. All are excited. 

An inquiry into the cause which has produced so 
great and so manifest an effect, we have found in- 
teresting, and, as we hope, profitable. Certain 
changes have taken place, which it is supposed will 
effect injuriously the pecuniary interests of all 
classes: changes which diminish our gains and 
abridge our earthly comforts. ‘Therefore it is that 
all are on the look-out, and are heard to propose the 
one to the other, with anxious solicitude, “‘ what are 
the prospects?’’ We shall not deny the existence 
of much distress, and of some real suffering in the 
community, arising from present embarrassments, 
but we cannot think that the people to any consid- 
erable extent, are to be deprived of the necessaries 
of life—the luxuries of some may be abridged. 

Our reflections on this subject, have led us to the 
inquiry why the fact that every man is a sinner, does 
not awaken a more general interest in society. In 
this fact every one is interested. To be a sinner 
against God, very materially diminishes one’s hope of 
happiness in this world, and unless he be recovered 
from that condition, it absolutely cuts off all hope of 
any degree of enjoyment in the future life. Sin em- 
bitters every cup of earthly pleasure, and unless re- 
pented of and forgiven, it renders certain the soul’s 
everlasting ruin, And yet, this fact affecting as it 
is in the contemplation, and awful as it is in its con- 
sequences, has never been known to awaken that 
universal interest in society, which a matter of in- 
finitely less moment is at this time exciting. This 
strange thing is, however, accounted for, from the 
fact that one of the pernicious tendencies of sin is to 
beget an indifference to its own demerits. Ata time 
of religious awakening, when by the special out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, this influence of sin on 
the mind is suspended, yon will witness a special 
anxiety on the minds of the people, arising exclu- 
sively from the fact that they have sinned against 
God, and you will notice, too, that this anxiety is 
limited to those who are the subjects of this divine 
illumination. An awakened person is filled with 
concern and anxiety, because he has some just ap- 
prehension of his real condition. There is doubtless 
some occasion for svlicitude concerning the future 
arising from present embarrassments, but there is 
infinitely more cause for anxiety about the future, 
arising from the fact that “ all have sinned and come 
short of the glory ef God.” A man may be exceed- 
ingly limited in his earthly possessions; and yet 
sutier no material abridgement of bis earthly happi- 
pess, but without the favor of God, of which sin de- 
prives him, how can he be happy’ 

From the present pecuniary embarrassment, which 


it may arise is sent of God. Affliction is his ordina- 
ry method of administering that disciplinary chas- 
tisement by which he makes our hearts better; it 
is the administration of his paternal government, in 
which he inflicts only so much of the penalty of bis 
violated laws, as is best adapted to our recovery from 
the aberrations of duty, having reference always to 
that remedial system which he has provided for 
man’s perfect recovery to his favor. ‘here is hope, 
then, and consolation in affliction—in present afflic- 
tion ; for all affliction is ordered in infinite mercy— 
they are designed for our good. The end of afflic- 
tion is not always discerned by those who are the 
subjects of it; nor are afflictions always sanctified, 
that is, the end for which they were designed is not 
answered, and consequently, they are attended with 
no good results. 

Should those recent changes, which are now the 
occasion of so much regret, and which, it may be, 
have diminished by one half the nominal means of the 
churches, be so sanctified as to check that sp‘rit of 
worldliness which for these few years has been mak- 
ing its fearful inroads upon the church, and should 
they produce at the same time more spirituality of 
mind, and a better application of the means which 
she may still possess, all will be well. A man’s 
life consisteth not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth. 





ANNIVERSARY WEEK. 


NEED OF AN INCREASE OF PRAYER. 


As the time for our accustomed religious anniver- 
saries is near at hand, we wish to sugyest a few 
thoughts which have pressed themselves, with much 
weight, upon our own mind, in looking forward to 
them, in regard to the importance of an increase oi 
prayer on these occasions. Prayer is always suita- 
ble and important, but it seems to us especially so at 
the present time; a time when the cause of Christ 
on every hand languishes, and the ways of Zion 
mourn because few come to her solemn feasts; a 
time when that monster, sin, in all her hateful forms, 
is seen stalking through our land, and like a mighty 
sweeping pestilence laying waste God's fairest her- 
itage ; a time when the law of God, and of man, is 
disregarded by multitudes,—-the Sabbath every- 
where desecrated—the house of God neglected—his 
name profaned—his love rejected and despised ;—a 
time when excitement, distrust, and confusion, pre- 
vails throughout the whole commercial world, ac- 
companied by a “ pressure’’ which is crushing to the 
earth, destroying the hopes, and blasting the worldly 
prospects of thousands—reducing to poverty many 
who have thought themselves rich in this world’s 
goods, thus proving what a wise man long since de- 





clared true, that “riches make themselves wings ; 
they fly away.”’ O, that this providence might lead 


;men to seek more durable riches—treasures that 


cannot fail, and joys that cannot fade. We there- 
fore say, at such a time, we think it pre-eminently a! 
time for prayer. We are firm believers in the pow- | 
er and efficacy of prayer, and we think that of late 
years there has been a tendency to overlook this 
mighty weapon in moral warfare; to depend too 
much on our own “ mighty arm” for success ; toex- 
ult in our liberal contributions, our bold and daring 
enterprizes, and not enough on God, the power of 
his almighty arm, the riches of his grace, and the 
enlightening influences of his Spirit to direct. {t is 
true, we need liberal contributions, but we need 
prayer more; we also, need, it is true, energetic 
action, and a spirit of holy enterprise; yet, after all, 
it must be confessed, we need prayer more, because 
these can accomplish nothing without divine aid; 
since it has been declared that a Paul may plant, 
and an Apollos water, it is God alone that giveth 
the increase. 

There has been, if we mistake not, an inclination 
to secularize and render too cold and formal] these 
anniversary meetings of late; unintentional, no 
doubt, but yet such has been the case. We hear 
of persons being appointed to “‘ make speeches’’ on 
these occasions ; but we do not hear of persons being 
appointed, or even asked to pray, except it be at the 
epening, and perhaps close of a session; we hear of 
the appointment of a “ morning prayer meeting,” 
but, alas, we do not hear that many attend it; nay, 
on the contrary, we hear that few, very few, can 
find it convenient to attend, few, even, of the 
ministers of the gospel, who assemble in the city 
at this time, are seen at these mectings, and those 
who have attended, have done that which they 
would condemn in any lay members of their church- 
es; we allude to the practice of waiting one for the 





should not extend to religious meetings, nor the in- 
junction of Paul for each to esteem others better,— 
and they would have it wiser,—than themselves, so 
perverted as to lead any to neglect their duty. O, 
it is painful to witness this lack of a spirit of prayer 
and true devotion to God among his professed fol- 
lowers. We feel, as before intimated, that we have 
had during “anniversary week” too little prayer, 
and too much of other things. We are aware that it 
may be said that there is important business con- 
nected with the various benevolent societies whose 
anniversaries are held, which must be attended to— 
the cause demands it. And this, we readily grant ; 
but the question is how much time is needed? and 
in what way may this time be most profitably spent? 
we are of opinion that if the “ speeches” were all to 
be short, and direct to the point, there would be 
time left for devotional exercises which would ex- 
cite more interest in the meetings, as well as accom- 
plish more for the cause, than by having nothing 
but addresses. Let us, then, brethren, endeavor to 
come together this year in a prayerful and truly de- 
votional spirit, realizing and deeply feeling the wants 
of a world lying in wickedness; prepared to pour 
out our fervent, united supplications, at a throne of 
grace, then we may expect to see great and happy 
results from our assembling together. Yes, one 
united holy season of devotion and fervent prayer to 
God, may accomplish more for Zion than the’! 
“speeches” of a week, for God will hear prayer; 
he has promised to do it, and he is not a “ man that 
he should lie.’ No, he will do that for us which 
we ask, if we come in faith, Prayer, then, is our 
grand, our only sure weapon, therefore let us use 
it, let us wield it manfully, and we may expect to 
see Zion breaking forth on every side, and hear the 
swelling song of deliverance from those released 
from the bondage of sin, wafted to us on every 
breeze,—which may God grant for his Son’s sake.

The extent of the labours and 
multiplicity and urgency of the calls of the individ- 
ual to whom this agency is committed, will not per- 
mit him to make personal visits to all these bodies, 
it is, therefore, hoped and believed that none will 
wait to be called upon for this charity, but send it by 
their delegates, if they have no opportunity before, 
to the Treasurer. We wish also to save as much 
time and expense of agency, as possible. The 
funds of the American Baptist Home Mission Socie- 
ty, to which the Convention is auxiliary, need re- 
plenishing, and the Board are desirous of making a 
remittance to that Treasury as soon as possible. 

The pressure of the present times bears heavily 
on our feeble churches, and great efforts are necessa- 
ry to sustain them.

Progress of the Gospel and Science in India.

Ava, December 3, 1836. 


My pear Brorner,—A long time ago I had the 
pleasure of receiving a few lines from you; and 
since, a few books which you kindly sent me. 1am 
very much obliged to you for these tokens of your 
kind remembrance. I have been thinking of writ- 
ing you for some time, but other engagements have 
intefered. The letter subjoined which 1 have had 
by me to send, will show you how long I have had 
it inmind to write you. It is a copy of a letter writ- 
ten to a friend by one of the members of the En- 
glish Baptist Church at Maulmein, on his leaving 
Madras for England. The writer is now studying 
in America with a view to the ministry. The letter 
will give you a better idea of the character of the 
man’s mind than any thing I could write you, and 
you will have too, in his own words, the account of 
what the religion of Jesus Christ has done forhim. As 
he is one of the fruits of the mission to Burmah, his let- 
ter must be read with interest by itsfriends. He was 
baptized by bro. Kincaid, in March, 1831, and is the 
first who has been called to the work of the minis- 
try. I have lately heard from Madras that there is 
another of our members, a young man of the name 
of Mills,an Indo-Briton, who is about to be employ- 
ed by a Society there to preach in the Tamul lan- 
guage tv the natives somewhere in the interior 
These with brother Stevens at Penang, who is one 
of the fruits of the mission at Tavoy, make three 
who are likely to be useful in preaching the gospel. 
There are others belonging to the English Baptist 
Church, who are more or less doing good, to Eng- 
lish, Indo-Britons and natives in India. It is very 
important when converts to Christianity are made, 
that they should have their mindsimproved as much 
as possible, and then put to the work of doing good 
among their relations and countrymen. In this way 
we may expect the work will go on, when we are 
no more. 

The first letter that [ have copied for you I took 
from the Hurkura,a Calcutta paper. As you will 
see, it is the translation of a letter which was sent 
by the Mekara Prince, the uncle of the King of 
Ava, to the Asiatic Society. 1t will be interesting 
to you to know that he is a friend to knowledge, and 
that he has been, through his whole life, struggling 
to learn the sciences, and has spent a great deal of 
money in purchasing books, and astronomical in- 
struments. His favorite studies are mathematics 
and astronomy. He can read and understand Eng- 
lish a little. When | first arrived in Ava he re- 
quested as a favor, that I would teach him English 
an hour or too twice a week. He made good pro- 
gress for two or three months, but some business 
connected with the court called him frequently from 
home, and I had to give him up. We call to see 
him occasionally, and he is always ready to converse 
on the evidences of Christianity. The truth, as yet, 
does not seem to have reached his heart. It is said 
that his father, who was the reigning King preced- 
ing the present King, became dissatisfied with Bhu- 
dism, and had all the priests sent away from the 
monasteries, and their sacred scriptures, and for 
some time the people believed he would change their 
religion. He had all religions examined that were 
then in the Royal city, and neither of them satisfied 
him. The Catholics, I have heard, he considered 
as much idolaters as his own people. It is believed 
he died friendly to the sect of the Paramats; and 
regretted having caused to be put to death, in the 
former part of his reign, more than sixty of this 
sect for having changed their religion. The Para- 
mats have no idea of an eternal God, but they be- 
lieve in an eternal law. They seem to be half way 
between Idolatry and Christianity, and it is much 
easier to convince them of the truths of the Chris- 
tian religion than the worshippers of idols. An el- 
derly man who was considered a leader of the Para- 
mats in Ava was baptized a short time ago. He is 
a man of more than ordinary powers of mind, and 
may be the means of doing a great deal of good, by 
visiting private families; if he should not be too 
much afraid of the government. 1 suppose it is not 
generally kaown among his former followers that he 
has become a decided believer in Christianity, and 
has been baptized. Our books and tracts are spread 
all over the city, and we hope some of them will do 
good. 

There has just passed by our house a funeral pro- 
cession. It appears to be some officer of rank who 
has died. At first, came about twenty men and wo- 
men walking in Indian file with offerings to the 
priests of cloth, books, fruits, &e. After these fol- 
lowed two elephants with their riders; and behind 
them, several officers walked with their numerous 
followers; some carrying water, boxes with Betul- 





by the men) hanging over it; close behind were some 
female mourners with their followers carrying gild- 
ed winbrellas. In the train I counted ten elephants 
with their riders, carrying females, nearly all having 
the gilded umbrellas over them; and after them 
eighteen or twenty carts drawn by pairs of oxen. 
The Burmans are very fond of making great parade 
in every thing they do. All their processions are 
very showy. The expense of these funerals is not 
felt so much by the family bereaved, because it is a 
custom for all friends when a death is announced to 


them, to send something to assist them. 


Bro. K. is preparing to go in a few days over 
land to Sadiya, and on his way will stop at Baman, 
the Burman frontier town to China, I am afraid 
the Chinese have had too many Jesuits among 
them, to allow missionaries to get a firm footing in 
their country. Wecan surround them and the time 
will come, must come, when they will let us in, for 


the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.

He has been my Almighty Preserver and boun- 
tiful Benetactor,and my gracious Deliverer. As 
sure as I am alive, He will continue so to the end.

The progress of knowledge may be likened to the 
ascent of a “y 4 mountain,—he that attains the sum- 
mit will gain the first glimpse of the rising sun, then 
he in the centre, while yet it is hidden from the 
crowd atthe base.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE BOSTON BANKS. 

The Committee appointed at the meeting of the 
Representatives of the Banks in the city of Boston 
on the 11th inst., to consider and report at a future 
meeting, what further measures, if any, are neces- 
sary to be taken in consequence of the suspension 
of Specie Payments, respectfully 

REPORT : 

That they feel totally inadequate to form a correct 
judgment as to the wisest measures to be pursued 
in the very difficult and untried situation in which 
the monied institutions of the Commonwealth are 
thrown by circumstances entirely beyond their 
control. Batthe views taken by yeur Committee 
they are ready to express. 

in examining the course taken by the banks of 
Boston aud the vicinity in suspending specie pay- 
ments, they are led to the conclusion that it was 
nota matter of mere expediency, growing out of 
the fact thatthe Banks of the great commercial 
city of the Union had set them the example—but 
that it wasa measure of irresistible necessity—a 
necessity imposed on them, not merely nor princi- 
pally on their own account, but mostespecially for 
the protection of their numerous debtors. 

It is obvious that the Banks could not continue 
specie payments, without calling on their debtors 
to pay their debts in specie. But though the great 
mass of thei are men in the possession of consid- 
erable property, their inability to make payments 
in specie is certain, and the attempt to entorce it 
would end in their ruin. In their tall also, the la- 
bouring classes of the community must be involv- 
ed. They would be thrown out of employment, 
and their families deprived of their daily bread. 

To avert such disastrous consequences, the 
measure adopted seems to have been called for by 
every motive of wisdom and benevolence. 

The committee, in common with their friends 
and fellow citizens, feel deep regret and mortifica- 
tion that the obligations of the Banks cannot for 
the present be paid in specie; they do not doubt 
however, that their determination on the subject 
will meet the approbation of the public, whether 
ite voice is expressed by individuals or is heard 
through its Representatives in the halls of the 
Legislature. 

The Committee fully believe that the Banking 
Operations of the city and the country must be car- 
ried on with fidelity and a#igor, or the trading 
community will be prostrated, and almost univer- 
sal bankruptcy will ensue ,They therefore rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Banks ia the city of Boston 
will continue to receive specie and current bills of 
the various Banks on deposite and in payment of 
the nutes and acceptances due to them or lodged 
for collection, and to discount paper trom time to 
time as heretofore. 

Resolved, That to continue the Banking con. 
cerns of the city with advantage to the institutions 
and with salety te the public, it is essential that 
there should exist mutual confidence between the 
several Banks, and mutual fidelity in their res- 
peclive engagements 

Resolved, that to insure this confidence, now 
the usual check of demanding specie payment is 
relaxed, it be recommended to the several Banks 
in the city of Boston, that the directors of such 
of the Banks as are disposed to unite and becoine 
parties toa mutual compact, shall appoint one of 
their number, or their Cashier, at the option of 
each Bank respectively, to constitute a Comumit- 
tee, who shall have the right, and whose duty it 
shall be from time to time to examine confiden- 
tially into the state and condition of such associ- 
ated Banks, for the preventtg of over issues, and 
to report the state of each Bank to all the other 
associated Banks once in every month at least, 
and more frequently if they shall judge the same 
advisable. And when balances shall be demanded 
by one Bank of another Bank, and payment can- 
not be made in current bank notes of the city to 
the acceptance of the ereditor Bank, then to ad- 
just and regulate what security shall be given for 
euch balance, and generally to aid and advise on 
all suljects of difference and difficulty that may 
arise between any of the associate Banks.-and any 
Bank becoming a party to this atrangement, who 
siall allerwards violate any of its provisions, sha!i 
be struck from the list of such association. 

Kesolned, That the bills of all Banks in the city 
Hot coming into this arrangement, shall not be re- 
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cie payments through the country may render 
necessary. 

Resolecd, That while the committee feel great 
respect forthe opinion of their fellow citizens, 
publicly recommending an immediate assemblage 
of the Legislature, itis neveitheless their own 
judgment that such a measure is inexpedient, as no 
legislative action can restore specie payment, nor 
in their opinion can any legislative movements be 
in sufficient season to provide for present emer- 

ncies 

When the law was passed imposing penalties 
on Banks refusing to redeem their bills with spe- 
cie, they were authorized by their charters to issue 
bills beyond the amount of their specie capitals 
It is therefore perfectly evident that the penalty 
imposed by the Legislature, was not intended to 
apply to a case where all the banks in the Com- 
monwealth by reason of unavoidable causes are 
compelled simultaneously to suspend specie pay- 
ments, 

The Committee express their confident opinion 
that no attempts will be made by any individuals 
to increase the present difficulties by endeavoring 
to enforce the penalties of the law, for the purpose 
of emolument, and on the other hand that the 
Banks will not take advantage of the times to 
make their speciea mere matter of traflic in the 
market, but that they will endeavor to retain the 
usual amount of specie in their vaults, to enable 
them to hasten the return to specie payments. 
Without enlarging farther, the Committee feel that 
the situation dew country is critical, but in union 
there is strength. 

Our present embarrassments must be met with 
firmness, and they can only be overcome by the 
united wisdom, integrity and ayers of an en- 
lightened community under the guiding hand of 
the all wise Ruler of nations and events.

The Feast of the Tabernacles. 

We had the pleasure of attending the performance 
of this piece of music by the Boston Academy of 
Music, on the evening of the 10th inst., before a 
large and respectable audience who appeared much 
gratified. We copy the following notice of the per- 
formance from Zion's Herald, the Editor of which 
is a teacher of music, and in whose judgment about 
such matters we have great conficence. 


‘* The Feast of the Tabernacles, was the theme of 
the song; the words by Henry Ware, Jr., and the 
music by Charles Zeuner. It was divided into two 
parts. T’he first representing the morning sacrifice 
at the Temple of Jerusalem, at day break, accom- 
panied by shouts and hosannas to the Most High. 
The second part represented the evening sacrifice, 
returning thanksgiving and praise to the God of 
their fathers, and the Lord of the harvest.

Massacre or Native Missionaries. The fol- 
lowing paragraph is from the New Bedford Gazette. 
The missionartes at the Friendly Islands are Wes- 
leyans. They have been samaskebly successful in 
their labors in the islands of that Sea, and have of- 
ten sent out natives, as was done in this case, with 
the most gratifying results. Some account of the 
character and influence of their labors was publish- 
ed in the Chronicle of April 27. We cannot but 
hope that there is some great mistake or exaggera- 
tion in the following account. It may be that the 
persons massacred were notin any way connected 
with the missions; and indeed it seems hardly pro- 
bable that so large a number of natives would be 
sent at the outset, and without any European super- 
intendent. ‘The Gazette says :— 

“Mr. Wm. M. Barnard, formerly second officer of 
the ship Selma, of this port, arrived here in the Par- 
achute, a few days since, and has furnished us with 
a detailed account of the murder of seventy native 
South-Sea Island missionaries, in the month of Au- 
gust, 1835, at Wallis’s Island, It appears from his 
journal, that the English missionaries, at Keppel [s- 
land, (one of the Friendly group,) conceived the 
benevolent plan of attempttng to introduce Chris- 
tianity at Wallis’s Island, by sending native teach- 
ers and missionaries, thinking they would meet with 
less opposition than foreigners. ‘They procured 
them a passage to the island, but horrid to relate, 
soon after they landed, the whose number were 
murdered in the most barbarous and inhuman man- 
ner. Mr, Barnard was at the island at the time the 
massacre took place,and left in the sloop-of-war 
Vincennes, when she touched at that place. He 
jeft the latter vessel at Cape Town.—Vt. Chronicle.

Such was the rapidity of its progress, 
that in one hour, the centre building and both wings 
presented only the mourning spectacle of a heap of 
smoking ruins. Almost literally nothing was saved. 
The loss in property to the Institution, and to the 
students, (fifty-three of whom lodged in the building,) 
and also to the worthy Preceptor is great; certainly 
not less than $10,000. Thus, inthe very infancy of 
this promising Institution, are the faith and patience 
of its friends put to a severe test. But God is good, 
and will do all things well. We hope that even a 
temporary suspension of the Exercises may be avoid- 
ed. Its bends will doubtless soon rally, and with 
zeal and liberality repair the breach that has been 
made upon us; and i urged by painful experience, 
we should make the Institution more the subject of 
our earnest prayers to God, there may arise out of 
onr deep affliction an ultimate blessing. It seems 
opportune that the meeting of the Board of Trustees 
should be so near at hand. May the Sovereign Ru- 
ler of all things sanctify this afilictive event!

Protest of Mexico against the recognition by the Unit- 
ed States of the Independence of Texas.

interim of this republic has seen the annunciation; in! 
the New Orleans- Bee of the 13th of the present 
month, of the acknowledgment by the Congress of 
the United States of the Independence proclaimed 
by the insurgents of Texas, and the subsequent ap- 
pointment by the Governmentof Mr. Alcee Lab- | 
ranche, to be ministers plenipotentiary to the pre- 
tended republic. 

Measures thus premature have caused the more 
astonishment in the Mexican government, that it 
had no reason to believe they would be adopted, and 
that it expected actions conformable to the friendshij» 
that exists between the two republics, guaranteed by 
solemn treaties, and the assurance which that gov-, 
ernment has given, the most recent and conclusive ' 
of which the undersigned takes the liberty to cite. , 

When on the 24th of May of last year, Mr. Go-! 
rostiza, Mexican minister to that government, on the 
subject of the proposition to the Senate of the United 
States, to acknowledge the independence of Texas, ' 
offered representations and objections, which he’ 
wished to render valid, the Hon. John Forsyth, Sec- 
retary of foreign affairs, stated in his answer of the 
29th of the same month, which is now under my 
eye, that he had received instructions from the Pre-_ 
sident of the United States to assure him that the ' 
government would adopt no resolution or decision on 
that question, which was not founded on the same 
rules and principles which had guided it in the dis- 
sensions between Spain and her eolonies; that only } 
when the paris should be well known and not befomp, ) 
after a complete, impartial and serious examination,} 
and having always in view the considerations due to} 
the friendly engagements that subsist between the 
two republics, the government would then proceed 
to decide a question which, with the Mexican min-+ 
ster, is considered as of the greatest importance in its 
immediate effects and in its inevitable results. ;

Is there the slightest point of identity between a na- 
tion of more than six millions of inhabitants, who by 
their sole efforts had thrown off the yoke of Spain, 
after a sanguinary struggle of eleven years, and a 
few thousands of vagabonds, without country, without 
religion, without virtues, and without laws, menaced 
by a numerous army full of enthusiasm marching to 
recover the laurels which a capricious destiny rav- 
ished at St. Jacinto? Shall the atrocious insult be 
offered to Mexico to suppose that she is incapable of 
vindicating her rights on the territory which those 
miserable adventurers have usurped, and shall she 
submit to the sneers of that republic ? 

If the undersigned should undertake to give a so- 
lution of these questions, he would render this note 
tedious by its length, and call in question the know- 
ledge of the Secretary whom he has the honor to 
address.

THE FIRST PRINTED BIBLE. 


The earliest book, properly so called, is now 
generally believed to be the Latin Bible, com- 
monly called the Mazarin Bible, a copy having 
been found about the middle of the last century, 
in Cardinal Mazarin’s Library at Paris. It is 
remarkable that its existence was unknown be- 
‘fore ; for it can hardly be called a Sook of very 
great scarcity, nearly twenty copies being in 
different libraries, half of them in those of pri- 
vate persons in England. No date appears in 
this Bible, and seme have referred its publication 
to 1452, or even to 1450, which few perhaps 
would at present maintain; while others have 
thought the year 1455, rather more probable. 
In a copy belonging to the royal library at Paris, 
an entry is made, imporiing that it was com- 
pleted in binding and illuminating at Mentz, on 
the feast of the Assumption, (Aug. 15,) 1456. 
But Trithemius, in the passage above quoted, 
seeins to intimate, that no book had been printed 
dn 1422; and considering the lapse of time that 
would naturally be employed in such an under- 
taking, during the infancy of the art, and that we 
have no other printed book of the least importance 
to fill up the interval till 1457, and also that the 
binding and illuminating the above-mentioned 
copy is likely to have followed the publication at 
no great length of time, we may not err in plac- 
ing its appearance in the year 1455, which will 
secure its hitherto unimpeached priority in the 
records of bibliography. It is a very striking 
circumstance, that the bigh-minded inventors of 
this great art tried at the very outset so bold a 
flight as the printing an entire Bible, and exe- 
cuted it with astonishing suecess. It was Mi- 
nerva leaping on earth in her divine — 
and radiant armor, ready at the moment of her 
Mativity to subdue and destroy her enemies. 
The Mazarin Bible is printed, some copies on 





and in the mean time, the dog and the panther, 
apparently in close connection, had descend- 
ed to the lowest aperture.

The 
fourth time I sent in my dog, they soon came 
down to the mouth of the cavern, the dog back- 
ing out the panther having him by the nose and 
his claws grappled into his shoulders, the dog of 
course having the under jaw of the panther in 
his mouth. The object of the dog being evi- 
dently to get out of the cavern, bringing the pan- 
ther with him. As soon as the panther’s head 
came in sight, I fired a ball into his forehead—and 
here terminated my sport. 

On examining the head of the panther, I found 
that every ball, sixin number, had taken effect.— 
One eye destroyed, the roots of his tongue cut 
off, teeth knocked out, &c. all of which could 
not have been effected by the latter shot. Not- 
withstanding all this he fought like a tiger, il- 
lustrating the truth of the axiom, that “the 
ruling passion of life is strong even in death!” 
I have dressed the skin and handsomely stuffed 
it; so that any one can see it by calling at my 
residence in Edwards.

About 1,500 years ago, the emperor Constan- 
tine addressed a letter, which is preserved by 
Eusebius mm his life of that emperor. It was 
addressed, indeed, to Eusebius himself, and re- 
quired him to select some well-qualified scribes, 
and employ them in preparing, elegantly written 
and handsomely put together, fifty copies of the 
sacred writings, of which the emperor speaks 
with great reverence. The word which he uses 
leads us to suppose that they were to be made 
portable copies ; for he speaks of the grouping 
together the parchments into three or four, 
making what we should call quarto or octavo 
volumes ; so that this mode was then come into 
use. These fifty copies were to be completed 
and brought to the emperor: and it appears, from 
a single sentence in the letter, that they were in- 
tended to be placed in churches.--[ Quarterly Reg. 





WANT OF SCHOOLS IN ENGLAND. 


There are 117 places with a population of 500 
souls and u»ward, 603 places with a population 
of between 200 and 500, an! 2,306 places with a 
population below 200, which are reported, by the 
overseers, in their answers to the parliamentary 
inquiries, not to have any schools; and out of 
this gross total of 3,026 places without any 
schools, only 316 are reported to afford oppor- 
tunities for the children to attend the schools of 
some other neighboring place. This account 
proves the need of continued exertion of the 
most energetic kind: for, although a large ma- 
jority of these places have a population of very 
ema!! account, and although most of them are not
